Dear Mr. Rolapp: 

Thank you for your letter of November 25. I am enclosing three more 
requests under the Freedom of Information Act; this letter is to supplement 
the information in the DJ-118 forms. I note that the first two requests may 
include material covered by my pending appeal. 

(1) Interviews of Edward Scanell Butler 

By letter of March 21, 19.68, the National Archives advised me that only 
one interview of Mr. Butler was filed under his name in the records of the 
Warren Commission. (That interview report, which is page 18 of Commission 
Document (CD) 231, is enclosed for your convenience.) From its brevity and 
late date, it is evidently a supplemental interview. I am confident that the 
details of Mr. Butler’s rather extensive contact with Lee Harvey Oswald on 
August 21, 1963 were set forth in another report, either before or after the 
assassination. I am asking for that report, and for any other FBI reports of 
interviews of Mr. Butler, before or after the assassination, concerning Oswald, 
the assassination, or related matters,. For any such reports which are in fact 
in the Archives, identifying data would be sufficient. 

(2) Records relating to Carlos Quiroga 

Mr . Kleindienst ' s letter to me of March 25 , 1970 confirmed that pages 705 
and 706 of CD 75 (enclosed) report an interview with Mr. Quiroga. He is 
identified there only as "Confidential Informant NO T— 5." I am enclosing a copy 
of the page from CD 75 which relates to such unnamed sources. Note that NO T-5 
is not listed; thus, Mr. Quiroga had "furnished reliable information in the 
past." My request covers any interview reports or other FBI records of 
information furnished by Mr. Quiroga before the assassination which relates in 
any way to Lee Harvey Oswald, his possible associates, or the Fair Play for 
Cuba Committee. The request also includes any post-assassination interviews of 
Quiroga which touch on thes e topics , whether or not they were given to the Warren 
Commission and whether or not Mr. Quiroga 's identity is concealed. 

( 3 ) Specific pages from FBI reports in the Commission 1 s files 

Nondisclosure of all these pages, among others, was requested by Assistant 

Attorney General Schlei in an August 19&5 letter to the Archivist. (Copy enclosed, 
without attachments.) A,s you know, it is sometimes possible to obtain 
information about withheld pages, for example from references in other CD's, 
other pages of the same CD, or outside sources. I understand that a review of 
all withheld items has been scheduled for 1970 or 1971 * I hope that even if this 
request is denied, you will be able to give specific consideration to these 
pages when that review takes place. 

I have referred to various FBI reports simply by CD number. I assume that 
you have access to the 185-pa-gs List of Basic Source Material of the Warren 
Commission, which gives the full identification (date, reporting agent, etc.) of 
these reports. 

I hope that these requests can be handled expeditiously.
